By the time this 
sketch appears in THe Paciric, surely 
Copperopolis must be alive with business 
again, stimulated by the supply of money 
as the reward of steady labor. 

Some great progress here has been made 
in higher interests than those of money and 
material life. 
ous brick church has been finished during 
the year past, and dedicated to the worship | 
of God. A mead of praise is deserved 
from the people, to the proprietor of the 
chief mine, Mr. C. T. Meader, for his large 
cooperation in the building of this house of

In Amador County, at Jackson and-Ione 
City are organized Presbyterian Churches. 
To the church and people at Jackson, as 
also to the people at Sutter Creek and at 
Amador City, Rev. Mr. Dobbins, residing 
at Sutter Creek, preaches once each Sab- 
bath, and seems to have been steadily pros- 
pering in his religious work for now nearly 
two years. 

At Ione City Rev. Mr. Phelps, formerly 


of Sacramento, has lately been called to 


labor as pastor, while arrangements are 
made for him to preach also at Drytown, at 
both of which places he has been received 
Besides these 
two Presbyterian ministers, there are three 
Methodist ministers at Ione City, Jackson, 
and Volcano, one at each, preaching only 
in these three places, except that Rev. Mr. 
Miller, at Jackson, preaches also once each 
Sabbath in the Methodist Church at Sutter 
Creek. 

Thus, over the large region of our present 
trip, we have found laboring in the ministry 
only the few we have above specified, with 


‘no place where public worship is observed 
without a minister, except perhaps by the 


Baptists at Sonora and Columbia. 

In Mariposa County there is one M. E. 
Church South minister ; in Merced Co., the 
part we visited, no one; in Stanislans Co., 
one Methodist Episcopal half of the time ; 
in Tuolumne Co. one, and the half time of 
another Methodist Episcopal, one Methodist 
E. South, and one Presbyterian ; in Cala- 


and one Methodist Episcopal ; and in Ama- 
dor Co., two Presbyterian and three Meth- 
odist ministers. In all, three Presbyterian 
ministers, two Congregational, five. Metho-

For it is among the chief joys of a 
pastor’s life that he often has to admire the 
bloom and fruitage of some tree which was 
planted under his own eye, perhaps by his 
own hand. 


Hardly even now, do I witness or per- 
form that most beautiful and precious ser- 
vice, the Ordinance of Household Baptism, 
but I think to myself—Perhaps there will 
be some young man, long absent from home 
and perhaps long recreant to religious obli- 


gation, who will, like blind Edward say

Providence compelled us to it, as an act of 
self-preservation, we dare not estimate.

‘The European Situation. 


What the romulta wil will be of the Peace 
Congress which. is to assemble in London 
on the 12th instant to reconcile the differ- 
ences between France and Prussia, we have 
not the political prescience to determine. 
It is certainly a favorable feature of the 
case, that all parties agree so readily to a 
Congress. 

There are eqaisindiie which no high spir- 
ited people would willingly submit to the 
tortuous diplomacy of such bodies, as at 
present constituted, whatever they may. 


’ hereafter become, when, according to our 


Peace Advocates, they are to be the grand 
judicatory of the world. 

Happily, this question is not one of these. 

_ Luxembourg, which was formerly a part 

of Germany, but whose people are said to 

assimilate more to the French, is, as it ap- 

pears, chiefly desirable from its strong for- 


'. tifications, and its consequent strategic im- 


portance. Lying upon the confines of both 
Empires, its strength of natural position 
developed to the utmost by military art, 
makes its possession a signal advantage to 
either. . We believe that Prussia, who has 
won by her skill and prowess the clear po- 
sition of the head of Germany, and who 
has given tangibility to the long cherished 


- aspiration of Germanic unity will have the; 


patriotic sympathy of the whole Tutonic 
race, as against the usurpations of Napoleon, 

- This sentiment, both for policy and prin- 
ciple, Prussia will diligently cultivate, and 
should an apparent necessity arise to yindi- 
cate it in the field, it would fuse the na- 
tional diseordancies ina general enthusiasm 
for hegs support. Hence her confidence, 
and the firm, even haughty attitude she has 
taken toward France. 

‘We believe that England and Russia are 
both in heartier sympathy with Prussia 
than with France. England has matrimo- 
nial alliances with Prussia. Prussian in- | 
stitutions harmonize better with her own. 
She can scarcely feel averse to seeing a 
central power arise in Europe potent 
enough to restrain France on-the one side 
and Russia on the other. 

“Her diplomacy in the Peace Cig 
will secretly or openly favor Prussia. 

We think, moreover, that the humane 
and progressive. spirit which has of late 
been observable in the policy of Russia 
will ally itself more naturally to Prassia 
than to France. The former also, who feels 
sensibly the disadvantages of her unmara- 
time position, will not naturally interfere 
with the darling project of Russia to find 
egress on the Mediteranean. And Napoleon 
himself, who relies more on the morale of 
his warlike preparations than on the dubi- 
ous results of hard fighting, will accept the 
situation proffered him by the Peace Con- 


' gress, and choke down his chagrin as bést 


he may be able.

EUROPEAN INTELLIGENCE. 


A monster reform demonstration took took place 
at Birmingham on the 22d, in which from 80,000 
to 100,000 persons participated. Bright, in his 
speech, denounced the Government Reform Bill as 
a fraud, tending to restrain “yore than extend the 
franchise.

The Conference will be composed of Hegeheonth 
tives of Great Britain, France, Prussia, and Aus- 
tria, Russia, and the King of Holland as Grand 
Duke of Luxembourg.
